MEWSPAPER headlines, even when they follow tho facts 
i^as accurately as the copy-readers can make them, some- 
times give a false impression. 


This has been the case in the recent stores telling about 


the Russo-Chinese difficulties. 


Tho headlines have told us that "Russia" did this and 


that "China" did that; that "Russia" was prepared to take 
strong measures, that "Chine" was going to insist on some- 
thing or other, that "Russia" was adopting a firm tone— 
and so on, day after clay, with dozens of variations. 


On the surface, all of these headlines 
wore correct 


enough. But it is precisely this kind of talking and thinking 
that makes us look upon war as a more or less necessary evil. 


What, for instance, do we mean when we say that 


Russia was deeply offended by China's seizure of a thous-

For "Russia" is a na- 
tion of some 140,000,000 men, women and children; and at 
least 90 per cent of these people would not care if the Chinese 
Eastern Railway went up in smoke overnight.

Heating Up Brain 


Speeds Thinking 


VIENNA. Austria. NOV. le.-w 


—Interesting experiments in ap- 
plying diathermic waves through 
the skull bones to the large brain 
of cerebrum are being carried out 
by Dr. Hans Hoff and Prof. Paul 
Schilder at the Psychiatric clinic 
of Vienna university. 


It already had been discovered 


that the appiicaton of cold ami 
heat to the small brain or cere- 
bellum had the effect of reducing 
and increasing activity respective- 
ly. 


Efforts now are being made to 


reach the large brain with these 
waves and success will permit the 
possibility of applying diathermy 
to bring about an extension of the 
intellectual faculties which have 
their seat in that organ.

A check-up of the patrons served by the postoffices, including rural mail carriers, reveals a total of 
more than 10,000 families, living either within the circle above, or else getting their mail through 
post offices within, or on the edge of the circle. The United States Department of Census estimates 
there are five people to every family. This would indicate a total population of 50,000, or 2 1-2 per 
cent of the population of the entire state of Arkansas, Manufacturers and wholesalers records show 
that more than 2 1-2 per cent of the total of busi ness transacted is within this trade territory, 
which centers in Hope, 
Hope merch'ants can eventually thoroughly cover this territory through the Hope Star and the Week- 
ly Star, since every effort is being made to get these papers into the homes of this section.
